The Flatform and the Dehats Thereon— 
Resolutions—Committees—What 
was Accomplished. 


The Anti-Debris Convention met again at 
H o’clock yesterday morning, General Bid- 
well presiding. 
I fce Committee on Order cf Business then 
reported as fuliowu : 
lirs t—Consideration of tho rep>rt of tho 
Committee on Platform and ivesoiutiona. 
Second—Decision of the important ipdej- 
tloii of putting into the field ia whole or in 
part of a new ticket. The Call for this Con­ 
vention recites that the ol j--ct for which it is 
called is the organization of the residants and 
property helders of the Sacramento and San 
Jcaqain valleys into a compact body, in order 
that complete protection may be afforded to 
all persone, property and water conrees there­ 
in, troru further injury by the vicionr and 
now jndtcialiy condemned Rystem of hy­ 
draulic mining; leaving it discretionary with 
th-.B Convention whether the whole or any 
ncTtion of a ticket be nominated. 
Your 
omntpki.ee deem it inexpedient that nominv 
:ions ee now made. 
|Th*f Kord “ now " wru* 
^fler the report 
was r 
J , to cx>rrect an error.] 
Third—The appoin**ment cf a committee of 
twenty, two from each county, to be appoint­ 
ed by its delegation, and two from the Con­ 
vention at large, to t >rm a permanent a?eo- 
ciatiou to further the objects fcr whhh this 
Convention wa3 called, said committee to 
constitute tho Board of Directora of the As­ 
sociation. 
Fourth—The appointment by the Chair of 
a committee of three to draft an appeal t > the 
voters of the State, urging them to send rep­ 
resentatives to the legislature pledged to 
cppofe^ any further dunging of hydraulic 
debris into the streams of tho State. 
Fifth—The appointment by the Chair of a 
committee c f 
to attend the Stockton 
Convention. 
Mr. Johnston, of Sacramento, said he had 
objections to 60 much of tne report as brought 
no at this time the question of nominations, 
lie moved to strike cut that part. 
Dr. Huivey moved to take up tho report 
seriatim. Carried. 
The lir¿t secti m wr.3 read and adopted, and 
the further reading postponed, on motion of 
Mr. Cadwalader, to hear the report of tko 
Committee on Platform, as it might aif .ct 
the remainder of the Krst report. 
The report of the Committee on Platform 
wcs then read as follows : 
We, the Committee on Platform aud Resolutions, 
wouM respectfully report as follows: 
Wiif.hras, At feast ICO,000 acres of the finest 
hinds of the St.ite have been «lcstmye«.1, and hun­ 
dreds of thousands of acres of land are now in im ­ 
minent ‘l inger of such destruction t v t*io unre­ 
strained flow, f detritus from hydraulic mines on the 
head waters of the several tributaries «f t ne .Sacra­ 
mento, San Joaquin, Calaveras aud Mokelutnne 
riv ers; aud 
Whkrka-v, The said flow of detritus has already 
filled the channels of many miles of the uavig&Me 
rivers of the iState, and its continuance must result, 
iu a very short time*, iii the complete destruction of 
srid rivers and their tributaries, throwing them in 
broad, shallow, muddy stream s over some of the 
f *ire?t portions of the 8t.ite, annihilating, not only 
the productiveness of the Uud, but ci'its, towns and 
villages; and 
Wiikekas, The navigation of the bay is now im­ 
periled and the harbor itself must at no distant day 
succumb to the devastating agency and ruin over- 
t»ke the metropolis of the Pacific, thus complet­ 
ing the terrible picture of desolation ; and 
Wukreas, There are but few individua’s or cor­ 
porations comparative*)* engaged in this species of 
m ining ; and 
\Viikreas, Tuis condition of things has already 
led to an exodus of good citizens from the Mate, 
the cud of which no man can foresee, therefore 
be it 
Jiexolced, Firfct, wa disclaim any des:re to inter­ 
fere with either drift or quartz mining, or to do any­ 
thing against any lawful rights of hvuraulic miners. 
Second—That as it is the duty of the Slate of Cali 
forni* to defend herself against such terrible m uti­ 
lation, and to protect the people of the valley in the 
j»eaceful enjoym ent of their homes and of the fruhe 
of their labors, and as the two leading political par­ 
tir s have ignored this duty, we call upon the people 
of tho M ate, irre-p-.ctive of political affiliations, to 
aid us in the defense of ou r homes and in our de­ 
mands f r justice by electing representatives to the 
next I. gisJatu-e only such candidates as are willing 
to pledge tbem selvc» to the promotion of these- ob- 
ject-». 
T hird—T hat we favor the |»assage of a law* whereby 
the several parties co um itting a common nuisance 
may be joinod in one suit. 
Fourtn —That the system <•? impounding mining 
debris by th e con-truction of dams in our rivers and 
their tributaries in a delusion and a snare, and 
would prove n constant source of danger, and that 
we are opposed to remedial measures based on 
such 
a system, and 
pledge ourselves to re­ 
si*: 
ajl 
legislation 
looking 
to a e unpromise 
of the slickeus question on such a brsis ; that we 
oppose the expenditure of one dollar of the recent 
appropriation made by Congress for improving tho 
navigation < f tne Sacramento and Feather river? 
aud their tributaries by the construction of dams 
fur impounding m ining debris, and demand th at it 
be expended in accordance with tne letter and spirit 
of the law in improving the navigation by deepening 
their channels. 
F ;fth—That we heartily approve rf the action of 
the Boards of Supervisors, and all other persons, in 
their efforts to ab a'e thi9 intolerable evil ar.d secure 
the present hopeful condition which p omites a 
speedy, final abatem ent of the evil, and extend 
to them and their successors our united support iu 
the aecompli-hment of the end sought. 
Sixth 
That a comm tt-ee of two from etch county 
aud two at large be appointed by this Convention 
t » attend the Fanners’ Convention, at Stockton, on 
the 7th of October, to secure the active co-operation 
of the members of th at Convention.

Will Acton, Secretary. 
Grove L J ' hnstn moved to adopt the re­ 
port as a whole. On that motion he said : 
1 wish to say simply that I wiil indorFe the 
sentiment* contained in those resolutions, 
while 1 believe it to ba co more than what we 
havo a light to demand and to expect, yet 
stiil it seems to mo that the method of carry­ 
ing into c ffect the principles enunciated an i 
securing the good results that we desire there­ 
from, has not bten quite judiciously stated 
in the resolutions. 
Av hile 1 indorse them and 
will supp rt them, and will to the best cf my 
ability, as a citizen of Sacramento county 
and < f the State, endeavor to carry them 
into etf'-ct, I could have wished that the com­ 
mittee had been a little more explicit ia their 
method of tugges'.iug how best to secure the 
reruits that we all defire. Si far as I am in­ 
dividually concerned, I believe that the rem­ 
edy is in our own ban is; that is, I mean in the 
hands of the Legislature of this State, which 
is to be elected this fall. 
I believe that 
the passage of some laws would do more to 
settle this question than anything eli-e that 
could be done. 
For one I indorsed, iu con­ 
versation with my friend Mr. Learred, from 
San Josquin, his idea of the law. 
I believe 
it to be a good one. 
I understood him that 
he would submit it to the Committee on Kea- 
i lution». 
I do not know whether he did or 
not. 
It embodied the idea suggested in the 
report of the Committee on Order of Baei- 
ces.«, if I remember their report correctly ;

And I understood from my friend, 
Mr. L '.arced, ho dbrired or intended to 
hove that r^eolutioa brought t<» the atten d »n 
of the C- mmutee on II solutions. For c..e, I 
believe that it is necccsary for us to set. 
I 
am frank to s^y that so far as I urn individu­ 
ally c »r.c*rr.ed, if 
is not out of or Jo , I 
should not be in favor of making nomi'ji*- 
tiens, 
I am in favor, far one. of requesting 
and asking the cindidaUs f r the Le^uJa ure 
in these Coil ;tiea to pledge thsmselves to car­ 
ry ru t IhorO views. 
I believe that in Sacra­ 
mento county all t’;e cnndi'Ltes for the Lug- 
islalure un.*n b^th side?, both Democratic 
and Kjpublicin, 8 and upon an rqu.l plat­ 
form, and it i-i romethirg which we, in Sacra­ 
mento. have a right to fe 1 proud of, to thiuk 
that l»)th parties have forgotten upon this 
question their pirtisan proclivities, and a*e 
wiliir.g to uaire in doisg what they can to 
bent hi the people.

The remainder of the report of the Com­ 
mittee on O.der of Buriaess was then taken 
op and the second section read. 
On the motion to adopt, Mr. Cadwalxder 
said while it might not be well for the Con­ 
vention to nominate, yet it is not 
the 
time to say the 
Convention wants no 
representatives of 
its cause 
except pa­ 
per 
declarations. 
Let 
the 
Convention 
hold on to the ripbt to nominate—let the del­ 
egates go to the Stockton Convention and act 
with that body and join in its nominations if 
they see tit. The rellty3 have resolved and 
tho miners have rsaolved, but the latter baclt 
up their resolutions by tueir acts. Let the 
Committee of Twenty go to Stockton also, and 
if they and the delegates gee nt to put flesh 
aud blood into our regclutione, let us stand by 
tnem. No cause that ever had a material 
principle to advance 
ever advanced 
it 
without putting eoma one iato the field 
to bear the standard; 
but 
here it U 
proposed to go nothing but resolute and go 
home, aod divide our votes by parti.-au 1ÍL69 
ae in tha (vast. Nearly all candidates this 
year go into the field the champions cf some 
cscsc. 
We have a canee within our lirei, and 
it should have ndvoca‘.e3 iu field and Legisla- 
turo—natural champions. If wa can find 
representative} of the cam» let us indorse 
them by our votes. So I move as an amend­ 
ment that while at this time it is deem-d in- 
ext * fient to moke c;m ,.;vti.ne,; et the Com- 
mitl ■ e of T v ; aty is hereby given power, after 
vioiiii g the átooLum Convention, to make 
nominations if it ehali d.em it wise co to do. 
VV. S. Green, of Colusa, aaid the idea of 
the committee was not to absolutely prohibit 
the making of nominations. Tae report 
reads that it ia deemed intxredient now to 
nominate. 
The committee had in mind that 
action might be had after the meeting of the 
Sio kton Convention. 


[Note.—The committee wae allowed to correct the 
clerioil error. 
Prior to the motion of Mr. Cadwala- 
der the wor I “ now ” did not appear in the re pur.. ] 
Mr. Meeick, of Sacramento, wishe! to 
know if the delegatee were ready to subordi­ 
nate their political |preference! to thia cause. 
If aye, and if the expression of the people 
has not been mere boasting, then this Conven- 
tiuri has the power to name the next Gov- 
erncr. [Applause.] It has been said do not 
untagon zs parties. 
That ij not correct. 
What ii wanted h antagonism of parties if 
they choose to declare agaiust us. 
What this 
cause wants is aa exhibition of power. 
If 
this Convention is unable to name a ticket 
now, how much stronger shall we be after 
the Convention ? We have run f jrth declara­ 
tions of our power, coupled with threats

K. ypt would be justified in going to extremes 
to protect themselves if a single one of their 
crops were jeopaidizad by the late reeuit in 
Egypt. 
To G .o’s name have not our crop! 
b en jeopardized for years? Aye, actually 
destroyed yeai after year? God bless the 
man who made the late decision aa to hy­ 
draulic mining, but let m remember that 
public opinion affects decision! iu some de­ 
gree, and tbat a change in public opinion has 
been worked on this hydraulic mining ques­ 
tion. As to dams to rtstraiu debris ; for him, 
he’d prefer that the farmers take care of it 
day by day, rather than consent to budd up 
dams that shall hold back a great mass in 
some future day to bo precipitated at oDce 
up.m tho valley, to its utter aod irrevocable 
ruin. [Applause.] 
Will rf. Green, of Coiusa said no one bad a 
greater contempt for the cowardice of polit­ 
ical parties than fce. 
“ W hen a man, who 
claims to be a statesman, gets up and de­ 
clares th?.t the destruction of a section of a 
great State has nothing to do wi:h politic», I 
set him down as a knave ar.u a fool ■’ [ \p- 
plause.] Statesmanship embraces tho good 
ot all tne State. 
Politics to-day seems to be 
oriy the rush fcr office. California cannot 
for five times its value replace the lands 
threatened with destruction. Ou Usar irver 
more territory is destroyed already than 
would by its produce feed San Francisco 
‘ 1 don’t want to give my iadoreement 
here to either Stoneinaa or Estee. Tney are 
both cowards on this question, and neither 
one is a statesman. As a party man I may 
vote for one of them, tu t not as a partisan of 
this issue. We dun’s want to nominate here 
new, as we don’t know who to nominate. 
There is bnt one man I am ready to have the 
committee indors% and that is the Attorney

men, and, moreover, it could not be as­

The m ost serious difficulty in 


s i! these cases is th at raen do not s s a rule 
like to throw aw ay th eir voter, and when 
th ere ora tw o parties already in th e field 
th ey are ap t to think th a t this m ust be 
th e inevitable result of voting for a third 
tick et. 
A nd w hea it is a question of 
indorsing tho nominees of either of the 
regular parties, men are alw ays a p t to sus­ 
pect partisan m otives in th e business, and 
so th ey fall back upon their original affilia­ 
tions as Republicans or Democrats. 


The contention of the railroad corpora­ 
tions in the tax cases just decided by 
Judges Field and Sawyer was that they 
were denied equal justice under the Con­ 
stitution and revenue laws of the State. 
They sought no exemption from the gen­ 
eral burdens. 
They made no sophistical 
pleas in evasion of their juat responsibili­ 
ties. 
They were ready and willing at all 
time3 to pay their proper share of taxes. 
They objected solely to the flagrant dis­ 
crimination set up against them by the 
State. 
They claimed that they were by 
the Constitution and laws deprived of 
equal protection, and denied the due pro­ 
cess of law. 
And these claims they have 
ma le good to the satisfaction of the United 
States Circuit Court. 
They asserted that 
railroads operated in more than one county 
are denied protection under the laws, which 
i 1) require that property shall be taxed in 
proportion to its value ; (2) require that 
such proportion shall be ascertained by a 
general law ; (3) require that, before lia­ 
bility is fixed, an opportunity to be heard 
must be given ; (4) give an appeal from the 
assessor to another trib u n al; (5) require 
the assessment to bs made in the county, 
and forbid its being made in localities dis­ 
tant from the situ» of the property; (6) 
prescribe the mode and manner of the as 
sessm ent; (7) allow deduction for indebt­ 
edness secured by mortgage. 
The laws 
provide th at all these provisions shall 
apply to all other property but th at of 
railroad 
corporations. 
The 
latter are 
taken out from under the operation of the 
laws, set apart, and denied the rights and 
immunities which all other taxpayers en­ 
joy. 
To say that this is not a deprivation 
of the rights guaranteed to all citizens un­ 
der the Fourteenth Amendment is in effect 
to assert that there can be no such thing as 
discrimination. 
The truth is that the Constitutional Con­ 
vention deliberately set out to imuose 
special burdens upon railroads. 
They dis­ 
criminated intentionally, and with ma’ice 
propensa. 
They meant to be unjust to 
the corporations, to s-ngle them out for 
tyrannical and oppressive taxation, and 
they did so. 
They were warned at the 
time, by this a n i other journals, th at they 
were building a structure which could not 
stand. 
But they shared the common 
fallacy that a popular body can do what­ 
ever it pleases, regardless of right or 
justice, and they thought when they had 
drafted and adopted the articles dealing 
with corporations that they had settled the 
whole m atter definitively. Their work was 
but a fresh illustration of the futility of 
all legislation which is not based on equity. 
If it were possible for any State in the 
Uniou to establish such flagrant discrimi­ 
nations, to single out one class of property- 
owncrs for punishment by taxation in the 
form of oonfiacation, then the war againat 
secession and all the constitutional amend­ 
ments resulting from it would have been 
in vain, and there woald be nothing to 
prevent the dissolution of the Union in 
mob-tyracuy and auarchy. 
And observe 
how inevitably all such attem pts to over­ 
ride principles of justice and equity defeat 
themselves. 
H ad the Constitutional Con­ 
vention adopted an uniform and equitable 
revenue system, as it was in duty bound 
to do, the corporations would have paid 
their taxes without protest or resistores, 
and there woald have been no interruption 
to the even progress of State administra­ 
tion. 
B ut because the ConstitutionalCon­ 
vention was in the hands of demagogues 
and fanatics, they framed provisions so 
flagrantly unjust th at the moment they 
were subm itted to a Federal Court they 
were of necessity declared invalid. 
Nothing can be more unreasonable than 
to assert that the corporations are responsi­ 
ble for any loss to the State which may oc­ 
cur. 
They were compelled to defend their 
rights. 
They had no alternative. 
They 
could not, as trustees in trust for others, 
tamely submit to the gross and wanton 
injustice sought to be inflicted upon them. 
Taey could not, from any rational stand­ 
point, l>e expected to allow precedents of 
this kind to be established. 
I’hey were 
denied the equal protection of the laws, 
and they could only appeal to the Courts 
to protect them, and restore to them the 
rights of which it was sought to deprive 
them. 
As to the reality cf the discrimina­ 
tion against them, no intelligent person can 
for a moment doubt it. 
Judge Field in his 
decision, as cited by us yesterday, has 
made this so plain th at it is impossible to 
mi.3 it. 
I t ¡3 therefore the makers cf 
the Ccnstiluliou who must be held re­ 
sponsible for whatever injury may accrue 
to the State from the overthrow of their 
original provisions. 
They deliberately set 
the authority of the State against that of 
the U nited States. 
They declared that a 
State might and should deny to any persons 
the equal protection of the law, and might 
deprive them of property without due pro­ 
cess of law. 
They thus challenged the 
Federal Government, and squarely tra­ 
versed the authority and scope of the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, and 
the de­ 
cision of the Circuit Court invalidating 
their work is just w hat ought to have 
been anticipated, and just w hat the R e- 
«'OKD-Union predicted while the Conven­ 
tion was in session. 


And now it remains to ba ascertained 
what remedy can be aoplied. The rational 
and common-sense course evidently is to 
acquiesca in the inevitable; abandon a 
scheme of taxation which has been declared 
unconstitutional ; cud put the corporations 
on the sama bas¡3 a- regards taxation as all 
the rest of the people. 
Tho demagogues 
and koave3 whose < vil counsels have led 
to all ibis trouble are, we trust, thoroughly 
discredited by the results cf their policy. 
The public m utt at ltngLh realize that 
nothing can be gained by efforts to trarapile 
under foot the fundamental principles of 
republican government. 
Any attem pt to 
substitute for the invalid methods which 
have proved so futile, others based upon 
Bimilar principles, would of course be sim­ 
ple fatuity. 
I t needs no acumen to per­ 
ceive th at the result of such an experiment 
would be identical with the one now 
before us. 
The lessen of Judge Field's 
decisión is that eo long as the United 
States Constitution stands no State can 
deal unjustly with any of its citizens in 
the m atter of taxation, and that all a t­ 
tempts in th at direction ere certain to end 
in failure and injury to those who make 
them. 
The people of California have been 
sufferin g from bad advice in this conr.ec- 
. tion. 
Venal journals and politieil dema. 
g-igues have urged them on to utterly un- 
¡ tenable positions, and now th at this is 
‘ made clear the same bad counselors will 
I doubtless endeavor to fave themselves by 
j proposing further progress in the same 
liae. 
It is to be hoped, however, that the 
eyes of the public are being opened to 
the worthlessness of such advise. 
The 
plain ar.d obvious truth is th at the only 
practical cours ■ e c u iiti in accepting the 
situation. 
Nor doe3 this involve the sur­ 
render of any popu’ar rights, or the con­ 
ferring of any special privileges or immu­ 


n ities n pon th e co rp o ratio n . 
A ll th a t is 
re q u ire d b y th em is eq u al an d uniform 


tax a tio n . 
T h ey h ave th e sam e rig h t to 


d em an d th is th a t every citizen possesses. 
I t is g u a ra n te e d to th e m by th e U n ited 
S ta te s C o n stitu tio n , and i t can n o t be sue- 
cessfully denied or w ith h eld . 
A ll th a t is 
necessary, th erefo re, is for th e S ta te to 
re tire from an indefensible position, an d 
to accord to th e se hercitizeoB th a t eq u ality 
u n d e r th e law w hich she n ev er should 


have a tte m p te d to refuse th em . 
T h ere is 
no h a rd sh ip o r h u m iliatio n in th is. 
T he 


h u m iliatio n consists in th e reflection th a t 
i t should be necessary for th e C o u rts th u s 
sh a rp ly to ch eck th e S ta te for y ield in g to 
th e m ischievous suggestions of dem agogues 


and u n scru p u lo u s self-seekers. 
B u t if th e 
e v en t serves 
to d isillusionize th e 
p eo­ 


ple in reg ard to th ese b lin d leaders, th e 
lesson w ill n o t have been given in vain, 
and th e cost of it w ill n o t have been too 


g re a t for th e benefits co n ferred by th e e x ­ 
perience.

Edwards related to Ivey that while in Sacra­ 
mento they “ got into a tight place,” and had 
to shoot a man, 
Ivey, after giving the four 
men m oney to pay their w ay to Benicia,

with them. 
Ivey next 
make? his appearar.ee in San Francisco, and 
on the 14th meetp with detective Dan Gay, 
to whom he relates the circumstances told to 
him by tbe murderriB at Stockton. 
This 
much the public has been informed of already 
by the confession of Ham ilton, as published 
in the R e c o r d- U n i o s , but 
ITS r e p e t it io n 
I< necessary now. as it is the testimony of 
he officers that H am ilton told the truth in 
hi? coufcssion, as from Gay the Sacramento 
officers received tbe information that put 
them on the track of the murderers. 
It has 
been stated that the clue was obtained by the 
remark of a convict at San Quentin, when in 
a quarrel w ith one of the defendants, but 
that was an error it now appears. 
Robert Harrison, a detective for the rail­ 
road company, received the information from 
G ay that Ivey had communicated to him, 
and G ay accompanied the information with a 
photograph of Eddie Edwards—one of tbe 
murderers. 
A t that time Edwards and A u­ 
derson, it appears, were confined in a county 
j ail, for burglarizing the house of Judge W al­ 
lace. 
Harrison went to see them, and they 
told him they were emigrant? ami had just 
arrived in the State. 
H e confronted Ed­ 
ward? with his photograph. 
Mr. Harrison 
Bays Euwards "colored up,” hesitate!, and 
said, “ Tho police gave you that picture ” 
Harrison requested the jailer to guard his 
prisoners cloariy, as he knew them to be des­ 
perate men. 
The n :xt morning Edwards and 
Anderson 
BROKE J a i l . 
\ndersr,n was afterwards recaptured, but 
Edwards was not f: and. 
The officer did not 
ask for the removal of the prisoner to the 
Sacramento jai*, as his case wa? not suf­ 
ficiently developed to warrant it, and he 
knew that the charge of burglary would re 
suit in conviction 
Mr. Harrison not; fie i 
p rice ofti er O. C. Jackson, of this city, of 
what ho had discivered and of the escarie of 
the prisoners, whereupon four men he’d in 
this city on suspicion of being the murderers 
were released, and Jackson began to investi­

Ho say- that after they had ran a short dis­ 
tance O’Brien stopped and looked over a 
fence in the direction of the spot where Scott 
fell. 
C itizm s have bten found who saw a 
man stop and look over a faccc, and thus the 
statem ent is co-roborated and the identity of 
the murderers still more firmly fixed. Ander- 
Bon corroborates Hamilton in all other par­ 
ticulars—the trip to Stockton, the meeting 
with Ivey there, the statem ent he made to 
hiro, the borrowing of the money, toe flight 
to Sonoma county, the arrest there, the e - 
cape, etc. 
IT HAS DEVELOPED 
That H am ilton, since his confession of last 
week, has revea’ed tbe reason why the four 
murderers remained together, and did not 
separate, as ia usual w i.h bucU criminals. H e 
siy s tbe truth i? that he, E lw ards and 
O'Brien resolved not to 1-jse sight of Ander­ 
son, for he wa? young, and they were afraid 
he would “ fall down on them .”

wards was to kill him. 
Anderson now says 
he never could understand why they kept so 
close w a t-h over him, and why his comrade?
